2. What’s your opinion of Proposition 13? 

Decker: I support the cap on the tax rate mandated 
under Prop. 13. However, the “welcome stranger” pro¬ 
vision is placing an ever greater proportion of the tax 
burden on the first time home buyers who are least able 
to pay. Reexamine this provision and develop greater eq¬ 
uity in our prqierty tax structure. 

Joyce: The people of California enacted Proposition 
13 in an effort to prevent irresponsible spending. Tte 
state legislature should honor their wishes. While Prqp. 
13 has clearly created a fiscal burden for the state, any 
changes to Prop. 13 should reflect the will of the people 
and should be put to the vote of the people. 

Lancaster: Proposition 13 allowed all of us to con¬ 
tinue to live in our homes. I’m a solid supporter of Prop. 
13 and support the two-thirds vote rule for public votes 
on local property tax issues. 

Lloyd: Proposition 13 has been beneficial to the prop¬ 
erty owners and renters of this state. Politicians have still 
not understood what the taxpayers voted for, which is 
lower taxes, and less spending.

Homestead, Florida —Florida at last! We began the 
month in Texas, where Austin enchanted us with live 
jazz, wonderful bookstores, great coffee and Cajun food. 
We also enjoyed a night of “severe weather.” Beginning 
at 2 a.m., 85-mile-per-hour winds attacked, giving us a 
taste of what hurricanes must be like. A few branches 
were down in the morning, but the Phoenix emerged 
unscathed. We headed northeast, enjoying calf, kid and 
lamb season as we drove across west Texas. Ah, spring! 

In Columbus, Mississippi, we camped on the banks 
of the Tombigbee River before continuing to Birming¬ 
ham, Alabama.

We spent a night at Cheaha State Park in eastern Ala¬ 
bama. Contrary to popular belief, Alabama has moun¬ 
tains, and they are beautiful, covered with pine forests. 
From Cheaha, we set our sights southward towards 
Florida. At the suggestion of a friend, we made our first 
stop in the Sunshine State at Apalachicola, a small and 
charming hamlet on the Gulf Coast. 

In Orlando, we succumbed to the magnetic pull of 
Disney World and spent a balmy day exploring Epcot 
Center. Heretofore we had naively believed that Orange 
County led the country in tourist opportunities. Were we 
ever wrong! We estimate that if you visited every attrac¬ 
tion, theme park and show in the Orlando area, you 
wouldn’t finish in a year.

Amazingly versatile, he invented the first good heat¬ 
ing stove, set up an academy that became a state univer¬ 
sity, started the first paid police department in Philadel¬ 
phia, also the initial bucket brigade fire department.

You remember that he played with electricity, flew a 
kite in a storm, then invented the lightning rod. 

There was more.

If life is cruel, it is also kind. There are also moments 
of unimaginable joy that help soften the negative notions.

It is consecrating the moment, as a 
child, when life was so simple we were aware only of 
the common ground between our family and ourselves.

Dear Dr. Tami, 

I have a six year old male dog with an enlarged pros- 
t ate gland. What are the different causes for an enlarged 
pros! ate gland? 

An enlarged prost ate gland can lead to constipation 
by putting pressure on the colon. It can also cause a 
partial urinary obstruction since the gland encircles the 
urethra. There are several different causes for an en¬ 
larged prost ate. One common cause is benign prostatic 
hyperplasia that occurs in intact male dogs. This is a hor¬ 
mone-induced enlargement of the gland. Another cause 
is cystic hyperplasia which causes fluid-filled cavities 
within the prostate gland. A third cause is an abscess 
or infection of the prost ate gland. A fourth cause is 
neoplasia. One or more of these can occur together. To 
differentiate the cause, a series of diagnostic tests may 
be performed. An x-ray can be used to definitively di¬ 
agnose an enlarged prostate gland especially if it can-

John Carlton Pegler came to Sierra Madre with his 
family from England via Iowa. He built this home, then 
knovs n as Pegler Ranch, on 14 acres amid orange groves 
found in 1894. The architects were the famous Newsom 
brothers, whose homes can be found throughout the area. 
Pegler was active in the community and served on the 
first city council of Sierra Madre. 

Dr Stanton acquired the house in the 1970s follow¬ 
ing several previous own- 

ers who had made changes | UUl 

to ihe original structure. 

He restored the house to its 
Victorian authenticity by 
such measures as remov¬ 
ing a swimming pool and 
concrete steps which were 
not authentic to the era. He 
furnished the home with 
Victorian antiques inher¬ 
ited from his mother. 

Upon his death, the 
house was willed to a con¬ 
servancy in a trust. Cir¬ 
cumstances forced the 
conservancy to sell the 
properly. The present 
owners have lovingly re¬ 
tained the integrity of this 
Victorian "Grand Lady” 
w hich is listed on the Reg¬ 
ister of Historic Places.

ARCADIA MORTUARY 


By Dann J. Ettner, Pastor 

Jesus’ parable in Luke 20:9-19 is one of those parables 
which is crystal clear. It was almost too clear as the 
teachers of the law and the chief priests knew instantly 
that Jesus had spoken against them. This parable is rich 
in meaning. It has a lot to say to us even today. It teaches 
us about man, about God and about Jesus. 

First we look at what the parable teaches us about 
man. This parable teaches us all about human privilege. 
Notice how God is the creator and man is the steward in 
this parable. God gives the responsibility for the care of 
the vineyard to men. He does not stand over them with 
a whip. They have the freedom to care for the vineyard, 
using their own talents and abilities. 

This parable teaches us, as well, about human sin. Just 
as the farmers in the vineyard quickly forgot all about 
the master of the vineyard, so too, sin is forgetting all 
about the master of the universe. With the freedom to 
take care of God’s creation comes the human EGO. I 
would like to define EGO from God’s perspective. 
E.G.O. is “Edging God Out.” Yes, God, did place us on 
this earth in order to care for His creation. But He also 
has a Will for us. He wills that we return thanks, praise 
and adoration to Him for all He has given to us. God wills 
that we obey His commandments. To refuse is to be a 
farmer in God’s vineyard who refuses to give God what 
is due. All of us behave like these ungrateful farmers 
each and every time we sin against God in thoughL word 
and deed. 

This parable teaches us about God. The main attribute 
of God we see is “Patience.” How many of us would 
have sent a second and third messenger to collect what 
is due—let alone our own son? The Scriptures are full 
of the evidence of God’s patience. But this does not mean 
that God’s judgement is without limit. 

Our parable finally tells us about Jesus. It does so, first 
directly as it shows how Jesus came to be killed. Even 
the statement, they threw him out of the vineyard, is 
telling as we know that Jesus was taken outside of the 
city walls of Jerusalem in order to be killed.

The Fear of Death 

John the Baptist catches sight of Jesus and cries out, 
“Look, there is the Lamb of God who takes away the sin 
of the world.” With the Holy Spirit s help, he comes to 
recognize in Jesus the truthful servant of whom Isaiah 
speaks. This one who comes is not the King Messiah of 
popular expectations. He is the lowly Messiah, friend of 
the poor, because He is one of them. Jesus is come to 
take up and share the burden imposed by the sin of the 
world. He will be crushed by the burden, yet in such a 
way that we may be healed by His bruises. This one who 
comes is the suffering Son of Man whose saving work 
is accomplished through His passion and death. His 
death liberates us from sin. 

Many psychologists, philosophers, and theologians 
say that the way to peace on earth could be found if we 
were to resolve the basic hidden anxiety about death by 
reaching towards a resurrection of the body. The Lamb 
of God takes away the sin of the world because He takes 
away the sting of death by undergoing it. With the sting 
of death removed, our lesser anxieties are eased. No 
longer need there be that desperate will to maximize 
gains and minimize losses; to intensify gratification and 
to diminish hardship; to establish power and to destroy 
vulnerability. 

If the archenemy, death, has been robbed of his ter¬ 
rors, then all his lesser satellites are disarmed. Losses, 
hardships, and vulnerability of all kinds are brought, 
along with death, under the spell of the resurrection. Life 
and all the things that make for life are still seen as good 
and beautiful—but they are not seen as under constant 
threat. Since not even death is able to rob us of life, then 
neither can poverty or loneliness or weakness. Thus the 
incentive to sinful overreaching, to unscrupulous 
strivings, to ambitious schemings disappears. The sin of 
the world is taken away and we are set free for life— 
because of that assurance with which the Lamb of God 
goes ahead of us into that darkest region of death.

Killer Bees in Garden? 

By Phyllis Chapman 

“Killer Bees”? Is that the Sierra Madre Garden Club’s 
version of science fiction? No, not at all. However, 
Africanized honey bees, often called “Killer Bees,” will 
be discussed by David Lofgren at the group’s dinner 
meeting on April 10, 6:30 p.m., at the Memorial Park 
Senior Center. 

Lofgren, who is Plant Consultant at the Arboretum, 
says these Africanized honey bees have crossed the 
border into California, and the projection is that they will 
be in this area by July. All the growth created by recent 
rains helps bring them closer. 

It is predicted that these bees will eventually replace 
unmanaged domestic European honey bees. One very 
important difference between the two varieties is the 
ultra defensive behavior killer bees can display while 
protecting their colony location. They have seriously 
stung or killed pets, livestock and people. Activities that 
can cause a stinging attack are vibrations or noise caused 
during operation of power equipment such as tractors or 
lawn mowers, and movement within 50 feet of their 
colony. They will chase a person for up to one quarter 
of a mile and will remain agitated for even longer. 

.Some simple precautions one can take as inexpensive 
insurance against being bothered will be pointed out by 
Lofgren. He feels that most people are not going to en¬ 
counter these bees. For the many people who call the 
Arboretum for plant and garden information, Lofgren is 
the authority, answering their questions. He has been at 
the Arboretum since 1982.

Easter a Dangerous Time to 
be Bunny, Chick or Duckling

As Easter approaches. The Pasadena Humane Soci¬ 
ety asks parents to please not give baby bunnies, chicks 
or ducklings to their children as “impulse” pets. They 
are very fragile creatures that require special care and 
handling, as well as a commitment of many years, and 
in some instances, even proper zoning. Often, children 
playing with these animals do not realize how delicate 
they are and unintentionally injure or kill them. The ba¬ 
bies are also at great risk from poor diets, exposure out¬ 
doors and even other pets, such as dogs and cats. If they 
do live past their first few weeks or months, they are 
often then abandoned at animal shelters, or set free in 
parks and wilderness areas, where they are in great dan¬ 
ger from other predators. 

“Please be a responsible parent and give yourchildren 
stuffed toys for Ea.ster, not live animals,” says Steven 
McNall, Executive Director of The Pasadena Humane 
Society. Stuffed toys can be forgotten without harm 
when the novelty wears off, and children will gain a 
sense ot value for life if parents explain why they can 
not have “that cute bunny” in the pet store window just 
for fun.

Library Decision

There are occasions 
when sitting at the council 
meetings is reminiscent of 
watching paint dry. Resi¬ 
dent Craig D. Lucas spoke 
of the upcoming elections 
on Tuesday, Apr. 18, when 
our council will elect a 
Mayor from within. 
Among other things, he 
said “Mayoral selection 
has had political and per¬ 
sonal overtones. This was 
quite evident last year 
when a freshman council 
member with no prior ex¬ 
perience in public office, 
was selected as Mayor Pro 
Tern., passing over the pre- 
vious Mayor Pro Tern, 
Dennis Lojeski,'and an¬ 
other council veteran who 
also had previously served 
as Mayor, namely Bob 
Margett. It’s hard to see 
where, in that action, the 
best interest of our com¬ 
munity was served. The 
deal making was appar¬ 
ently intended to serve 
some interest other than 
that of our community.” 
The current Mayor Pro 
Tern., is Dr. Sheng Chang. 

Three members of the 
Board of Trustees of 


Arcadia Library and ap¬ 
proximately a dozen citi¬ 
zens addressed the Council 
on the importance of up¬ 
dating our library. 

One board member ob¬ 
jected to a quick-fix figure 
of $2 million to patch up 
the library, citing the ac¬ 
tual cost at $6 million at 
least. Other board mem¬ 
bers and concerned citi¬ 
zens pointed out that un¬ 
dergoing full renovation 
would make the library 
“useful and modem” for 
the next 30 years. 

City Librarian Kent 
Ross stated in a letter that 
he had written to City 
Manager, Bill Kelly, that 
an ADA (Americans with 
Disabilities Act) study of 
the library was never done 
as had been for all other fa¬ 
cilities in Arcadia. 

After the longest debate 
that I have seen thus far, a 
motion was made by Dr 
Chang to approve the bid 
of 3.5 million, and was 
seconded by Bob Margett. 
Dennis Lojeski com¬ 
mented at length about the 
city’s current financial 
crunch. He raised the issue 


of duplication of services 
and the fact that he didn’t 
feel educated enough 
about the needs of the city. 
There were audible groans 
from the audience, but 
Lojeski implored with 
them to listen as he had. He 
thought it prudent to con¬ 
tinue the discussion, so 
that real needs were met. 
His heartfelt statements 
about the Library were 
echoed by Margett, Kuhn, 
and Mayor Young. 

The council began to 
act on Lojeski’s senti¬ 
ments, deciding to sched¬ 
ule an additional meeting 
next week. However, a 
“no” vote from Chang 
would cause the entire pro¬ 
cess of bidding to start all 
over again, as the contrac¬ 
tor would not extend his 
bid beyond Apr. 16. Kuhn 
made a motion to table the 
vote, but Chang refused to 
withdraw his motion. Bob 
Margett withdrew his sec¬ 
ond, and Kuhn then rein¬ 
troduced her motion. 
Mayor Young seconded it, 
so the discussion will con¬ 
tinue into the next Apr. 11 
session.

Beliefs, policy consistent among candidates, ap¬ 
proach, personality, define individuals. 

John Rocque, as speaker for the evening, took in the 
questions from the audience, and occasionally reminded 
the candidates of the rules for the forum. These were to 
take the question, give a two minute answer, and then 
the rest could respond to the question or to the candidate 
who originally took the question in form of rebuttal. 

There were no rebuttals this evening. The ideology 
of the candidates was nearly homogeneous as no one was 
sharply different on any issue. 

The audience had written down their questions, which 
were then selected at random by Mr Rocque. The first 
asked about the qualities that a candidate should have. 
Ginny Joyce first in line responded saying that a candi¬ 
date should have trust, courage, commitment, and ac¬ 
countability. She went on to say that this would result 
in getting rid of Willy Brown, and return control to lo¬ 
cal government. All of the candidates gave similar 
answers to this and eight other questions. They all agreed 
on the basic Republican platfonn. 

The differences? Ginny Joyce has the support of 
Sheriff Sherman Block, who also endorsed Dianne 
Feinstein. Chris Lancaster made a tough vote to raise 
taxes, and was kicked out for it. The next administration 
raised taxes even more. Paul Horcher cannot claim that 
this Republican won’t make a tough vote as he has 
claimed on talk radio. Robert Musich says that he has 


the ‘connections’, and the ‘savvy’ to bring government 
and business together. Lois Shade is a verbal flashcard 
with a knack for relevant statistics. She knows as much 
about what she is doing as anyone else and has the pen¬ 
chant for being able to communicate it quickly. Bob 
Margett has experience that is unmatched by any other 
candidate and has the support of Dick Mountjoy. Gary 
Woods has a “reaching out” quality about him. His in¬ 
novations at Citrus College created courses for students 
that business was looking for. Jeffry Ruffner spoke most 
often about political corruption. It was his credo that all 
other problems were secondary until the system was 
“cleaned up.” Idris “Ed” Lloyd—“I like problems...”— 
is a medical products salesman and inventor. He was the 
only person who specified how law enforcement offic¬ 
ers would benefit by having better technology. He is a 
political outsider and pledged not to be a career politi¬ 
cian. James Oghigian started a business at eighteen and 
promised that his youth would allow him to give 110 
percent. 

One subject that all of the candidates touched on was 
voter turn out. Only a few thousand people would turn 
out to vote in the entire 59th district. That kind of turn 
out is statistically minute and cannot possibly reflect the 
true feeling of this constituency. It seems that through 
the years pessimism about government has risen in¬ 
versely to voter turn out. 


No Card Club—No Casino

At a press conference in Arcadia City Council Cham¬ 
bers on Wednesday, Mar. 29, regarding the proposed 
commercial/entertainment complex at Santa Anita Race 
Track, City Manager Bill Kelly opened by squelching a 
rumor. He emphasized the fact that there will be “no card 
club and no casino!” 

The city of Arcadia recently received an application 
from Santa Anita Realty Enterprises, Inc., parent com¬ 
pany of the Santa Anita Race Track, for a general plan 
amendment, zone change and a specific plan in order to 
facilitate their plans to build an entertainment and retail 
complex of 1.5 million square feet. (General plan amend¬ 
ment and zone change means a change from horse rac¬ 
ing only to include commercial entertainment. Specific 
plan relates to city requirements for setbacks, parking, 
building appearance, etc.) 

Kelly emphasized that at this point, the city has only 
received applications. He stated that “...any specific de¬ 
velopment proposal will be the subject of a development 
and design review process that will involve extensive 
scrutiny by the City Council, the Planning Commission, 
City Technical consultants and staff over the next nine 
to 12 months.” 

The Santa Anita plan accents family entertainment 
uses such as an ice skating rink and a virtual reality the¬ 
ater, as well as retail uses including books, consumer 
electronics and food and beverage operations. The de¬ 
velopment is proposed to be built on an underutilized 
portion of the track’s current parking area—adjacent to, 
but not connected to the mall. 


Arcadia’s General Plan governs what kind of use and 
the amount of development that will be permitted in the 
city. Provisions in the city’s General Plan focus on the 
expectation the community has for any building or de¬ 
velopment and assures any impacts, such as traffic and 
noise, do not exceed acceptable levels. 

In recent years, attendance at the track has dropped 
significantly and the trend is continuing. Jobs and im¬ 
proved economic vitality for the community are cited in 
the application as support for the proposal. Kelly said, 
“the city will be emphasizing development that will im¬ 
prove Arcadia’s economic vitality, yet will also fit in 
with the character of the community, and enhance the 
reasons people choose to live here. Furthermore, con¬ 
trary to reports published elsewhere, the city has not 
received any requests for tax relief or other economic 
incentives related to the new development.” 

Kelly asked that judgements not be made at this point, 
and to wait until more information is available. “Infor¬ 
mation is expected to be somewhat slow in forthcom¬ 
ing for approximately six months, then will probably 
pick up as plans begin to solidify. There will be plenty 
of opportunities for lots of public involvement.” 

In the meantime, in an attempt to inhibit rumors and 
to keep correct information available, any questions re¬ 
lating to the Commercial Entertainment Plan Develop¬ 
ment will be answered by Rick Gomez, Deputy City 
Manager/Development Services Director at 818/574- 
5414, or by Bill Kelly, City Manager, at 818/574-5402.
